The climate is fo moderate that all the 
cattle winter in the tields; and the ferti- 
lity of the foil is to remarkable, that, in 
the memory of man, no harveit ever fail- 
ed. The imhabitants manure the foil 
plentitully with a kind of weed, called 


goefmon, which the fea throws out in 


great plenty upon the fhore, which fat- 
tens and improves it more than any other 
manure, and coits only the trouble of ga~ 
thering it. 

The ifland originally belonged to the 
Ear! of Cornouaille, but has been fince 
vielded to the King. It contains only one 
little city, called Le Palais, three country- 
towns, 1093 villages, and about 5900 ine 
habitants. 

The town of Palais takes its name from 
a cattle belonging to the Marquis de 
Belleifle in its neighbourhood ; which is 
now converted into a citadel, and the 
French King keeps a {trong garrifon in it. 
There are here two magazines; one, 
which is called the higher magazine, has 
two floors, and ferves as a granary for 
the corn belonging to the oe of 
the ifland. The lower buildings are em- 
ployed for pretling and falting pilchards ; 
and confiit of along row of low build- 
ings, ftanding upon the fands near the 
fhore. At the mouth of the harbour there 
is a jettce or pier of cut ttone, about 3 
feet in breadth, and 209 inlength.

Being joins 
ed there by the corps under Maj.-Gen. 
Syburg, he proceeded, on the 2d, 
{traight to Saalicld ; where his vanpuard, 
compoted of fome iquadrons of Zeithen’s 
huflars, commanded by Maj. Hund!, at- 
tacked, on the heights behind the village 
ot Gornidortf, the Auttrians and troops of 
the Empire under Maj.-Gen. Kleift. Our 
people were faluted by a brifk difcharge 
of cannon: neverdielets the rave Major 
Hundt did not relinquifh bis defigns : he 
clu bed up the heights with two of his 
iquadrons ; and, whilft the three others 
tiled off through Saalteld, he fell to brifk- 
ly, {word-in- hand, on the enemy's right 
flunk, that he broke their infantry, made 
great flauplicr, and took four pieces of 
cannon, twelve pounders, with two pair 
of colours. Twenty officers, and 1290 
private hen, were on this occafion made 
prifoners. 

On the otherhand, Maj. Prittwitz, whe 
led the van of Me,.-Gen. Syburg’s brie 
pace, and who had marched by Rudol- 
ftidt, at two of the buttas 
lions inthe village of Schwarte, who made 
vain efforts to defend tliat alil polt. 
The battalion of Loflow’s grenadiers, 
and Luderitz’s independent battalion, 
carrying their feld-artillery to the heights 
bey ond the villag ts poiicd them fo well, 
that, on the fitth diicharge, the enemy a- 
bandoned that important poft: which 
Mi}. Prittwitz perceiving, he crofled the 
rivulet of Schwartza with his h ufl lars, pure 
{ued the enemy, took three colours, the 
fame number of cannon, and niade the 
whole battalion prifoners. 

This affair, the honour of which chiefly 
belongs to Zcithen’s hufiars, coft the ene« 
leven ces of Calinon, {ix colours , five

‘It certainly 
did not amount to 1.39, nor yet to 1.20.

The place where this obfervation was 
made, was an obfcure villace, about fif- 
teen miles diftant from Liverpool towards 
the north, called The latitude of 
Liverpool had been often determined by 
Horroy, to be 53 d.

In 
regard to the inclination alone, he could 
not obtain the utmolt exaéctnefs; for it 
was extremely dithcult, from the Sun’s 
rapid motion, to oblerve it to any cer 
tuunty within the depree: and he inge- 
nuoufly contefles, that he neither did, nor 
could potlibly perform it.
